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1. AEDOGMA.-1 was sent to Munich for IDI and spent several months 
in late 1959 investigating the death of Stefan BANDEKA. Due to an 
illness which cropped up during the course of this TDl, he submitted 
an iB^age report on 23 December 1959 which suMnari^es his findings 
in the matter# This report is, forwarded as Attachment A# He told the 
undersigned, as indicated in the reference, that he. would write up a 
complete report of his investigation when he returned to Paris# As he 
was about to return to Paris in early January i960, he submitted three 
supplementary reports on the death of BANDEHA. These reports acco*np any 
this dispatch as Attachments B--D# 

2# In eeaence, AEDOGMA-l became convinced, as the result of his 
investigations., that BANDERA coniraitted suicide. His convictions became 
even .stronger follovdng two interviews (10 • and 17 December 1959) at his 
flpar^ent with Adrian FUCHS of the Munich Kripo political investigations 
squad (these contacts are described in Attachment A). In his f irs.t, con- 
tact with AEDOOU-1, FUCHS told- AEDOCaiA-1 that, in the course of Ws 
interviews with about 100 WDERAites and other Ukrainian emigres, sons- 
one passed AED0C3MA-1' s- name as an emigre who possibly, might know something 
about the matter. In his second and last contact with AED0GMA-1, he said 
that an unidentified BANDERAite identified ("denounced"- the word used 
hy AEDOGMA-1) AEDOGMb-1 as the ZCh/oUN member (sic) who was, ^pointed to 
take charge of the ZCh/OUN organisational commission., to investigate BAK-

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cause of Bandera* a death vhlch were belxMS circulated by aembere of the ZP/UHVB^ 
or oore specifically, from Karlsplata, and vhlch atorlea did not appeal to the 
mcDd>ers of the Zch/OUN.

Bven the SB did not suspect then, and besides, Lebed hasn*t been In Oexuany for 
more than a year. Lebed may have . considered Bandera his political opponent,

It is difficult to say whether or not Gehlen's groxq> was satisfied with 
tiiese explanations.

Ibe daughters favor^ their mother 
and the son favored Bandera. Ihese violent scenes made a very strong impress ion 
on the children, Bandera could find no way out of this situation . During these 
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qtuarr^s he alvays threatened eulcide» His vife would reply, "the quidcer

There were tlsmv idten Bandera brou^t several friends "his guards" aLao^ vltb 
him whom Mrs. Bandera didn't peraonally know* IXalng such tlioes she would 
treat them so rudely that he would try to get them to leave as soon as possible 
( here the autlaor gives specific examples of some of the things she used to do.) 
Bandera, vho considered himself a hero, azid perhaps he vas one, and an Individual 
vbo enjoyed the respect of the organised masses and to vhon he was a "god", had 
to b^ar the slander and accusations oade by his wife vho sav him only as a human 
being, her husband and the father of her children. This was wxas. than he could, 
stand. The people who were acquainted with this situation felt that these tor*- 
tures (for which he often waa personally to blame) were so horrible that any 



normal individual would have comaitted suicide long ago . 



Bandera faced the problem of either cooadtting his vife to an Insane asylum 
or getting a divorce. He felt that in either case his vife vculd seek revenge 
by telling more tales about him. This unhappy, not xichmal situation turned . 
Bazkdera into a bundle of nerves* suffered several headaches which affected 
his heart;. He vas also trooDdxLed by rheumatism. He lay awake every night. Be- 
cause of his nag ging wife, be couldn't go out with his friends and he found no 
pi^e at home. In short, Bojodera found himself In a hopeless situation. 
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Hb wui thus led to thinking c^out m^clde. However, he gave this 



very careful thoxij^t, claiming to counter this act in such a vay that suicide 
would never he suspected hut that, on the contrary, would lead to various inter- 
pretations and suspicions that be was liijuldated hy the connunists, thus peziDlt*- 
ting Ma to reasin a hero. Recent events presented an opportune tlae for hljs 
to coenit suicide, specifically': 

a: A foraer nwaher of the KTai leadership Fordyga-Furdyg-Zheohytsky, 
who two years ago escaped to the west via Poland and Vieima, adbaltted to the SB 
that be was sent hy the KG9B to bring Khshuha to Asst Berlin. Another group of 
individuals were also sent to the west in order to penetrate Bandera's group.

It 
appears that-Ba»dei» considered suicide several days earlier becaxue he had been 
bidding farewell to his guards at the entrance to his hone Sad entering the elevator 
alone. Here he viould hide behind the elevator and watch to see if the bodyguards 
did ewJtually leave. 
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Be chose not to co*aoit suicide In the office so that he wouldn't in- 
convenience the eaploTeee and jaenbers of the Zch/OOK. Be didn't choose his 
hcoe, in order not to inconvenience his vlfe^ althou^ she was the cause of his 
hopeless situation ^and also ^ that she could not testify to the fact that It 
vas suicide. 

It is a fact that Bandera had a violent quarrel vlth his wife that very 
morxiixjg. Be threatened suicide and left hooie to go to the office before 3 a.m. 

~ Bandera eaployed the use of potassltm cyanide which he always carried on 
his person and Yddch/ after his d^th/ could not be found either on his person 
or In his hoote. Considering the above, I concluded that It vas suicide use 
of potassium cyanide. Motive: hie unbearable marital situation. 

If anyone proves to ne that the slt^tlon was oth^ than that idtich I 
have Buaaiartzed (Owve, I shall never again take any Interest in either political . 

or intelligence work. However, I am certain that no one will prove me wrong. 

I think that the German commission which Is composed of ^professional individuals 
will cone to the same coctcluslon, even thou^ all the Ixlfomatloci that was 
available to me will not be ava^able to thorn. It was not In the KGB interest 
to have Bandera llq^ildated at this time* On the cc»trSry, Bandera's death inter- 
fered with KGB plans for coo^roeitfling the Zch/cOK; 

Bie KGB vas sixccesaiful In gett^^ Bandera to posi^nc the Zch/OOW conference 
and plan for a big congress of the Zch/OOH in i 960 . A tu4ox group of members 
from the Dkralne headed by >^on Matvlyeyko were suj^sed to arrive for this 
congress. Only part of this g^oup (about 15 tndlvldu^)/wer« stQi^ to return 
to the Ukraine, The others including Myron Matvlyeyko 'we« to remii In the West, 
Whether or hot, in view of the latest development, the KG0B will be able to continue 
its game of sending a delegation from the Ukraine to a congress is. difficult to foresee.

SUBJECT: Tbe Visit ty tlie OTjerkomissar of the German Criminal 

Police, Adrian FUCHS 

From conversations with Ivan KASHUBA it vaa evident that the police 
investigations of BApGJERA’^s death were heing handled by a yoijuig, very 
energetic Oberkcmissar, Adrian FUCHS. I also leaii^ from KASHUBA that 
FUCHS had interviewed at least fifty people regarding this matter. 

Adrian FUdHS telephoned on 8 December 1959 and asked me wfaeth^ he 
could visit me and talk about the subject of BAHDERA's death. I agreed, 
and on 'Oiursday, 10 December 1959, my first conversation with FUCHS 
took place in my home. •- 

Mr. FUCHS told me that from conversations with various individuals, 
he learned that I was a friend of S. BAHCGRA and that I could express 
some opinions regarding his death. I told Mr. FUCHS that I was in 
Munich at that time and that I had been living in Paris, France, for 
some time now, but that I could discuss with him and analyze with him the 
various statements regarding BAKDERA’s death. " • 

I told him of the five versions known to me (see my other report), 
and we analyzed these various versions. Noting my objectivity in this 
regard, FUCHS told me that he iras convinced that not only the. members of . 
the SB-'-KASHUBA and MUDRXK-- but also all members of the Zch/OUH leader- 
ship were keeping certain facte from the Criminal Police,' facts which 
could bring to light the true cause of BANDERA* s death. He stated that 
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suicide vas undoubtedly involved, and that for oWious political 
reasons, the Eanderltes didn't vant this fact to become ^owa. 

Further, the German Police have facts vhlch indicate that the 
Banderttes forbade certain individuals to reveal, any facts of S. 

BANDKRA's case. The police questioned this, and they came to the 
conclusion that statements made by these people tended to bring to 
light the facets in this ceise. These individuals are Dnytro MJSEKTV, 

Sephan lENKAVaor, and Vasyl movS’KX. Besides this, BAJIDERA's vtfe 
was very talkative at first and revealed certain facts (as. for instance, 
the fact that BANDERA always carried cyanide on his person) . She 
later stated that she could not verify this fact. It was evident that 
the Zch/OUN had forbidden her to talk. 

FICHS was so Impressed with our three -hour conversation that he 
told me this talk gave him more satisfaotton and more facts than the 
one hundred conversations he held with other individuals and that it 
convinced him his analysis to date was correct. He told me that I 
could easily replace a member of the conunlsslon engaged in the: investi- 
gation of BANDERA^ s death. 

FUCHS met with me again on 17 December 1959 > at -iidiich time he was 
more reserved. At first, I didn't know -the reason, but Later KASHURA 
explained. During the second interview of BENTJSAL, BENTSAL noticed 
on FUCHS' s desk a sheet of ‘ yellow paper on which was written in German 
the fact that M. XQRZHAN of Paris was head of the commission investigating 
the circumstances of BANDERA'S death. It also listed Volodymyr DETCHAKIVaciY 
of Canada and KASHUBA of Munich as members. 
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Later JVCHS asked. B3NTSAX whether KCBZHAlf was head of the com- 
mission inrestlgating the circumstanceB of BANDERA' b death, and 
whether J^CHAKXVSKIY and KUSHubA' were members of the ccmmiseion, 
BEIITSAL replied that he was not a member of Zch/OUN, emd he didn't 
know whether or not I was a member of this ccnmlsslon. 

At another time, PUCES plainly told me that the German Criminal 
Police CoBBuission had becoae convinced that BANDERA consnitted suicide. 
The ccormisslon had not established the motive, but they were on the 
ri^t track. He stated that it appears, in spite of the denials of 
members of the SB and other members of the Zch/oUK leadership, that 
S. BANDERA had a difficult home life and that he spent much time in 
the company of other women. Although I didn't give him any definite 
details, I assured FUCHS that in ray humble opinion the police were on 
the right tiuck and that it was necessary to investigate further.
